Bs Forestry Facts 

The Dominion Forest Reserves are, 
approximately, thirty-six thousan? 
Square miles in extent. On these re- 
serves, especially ir. the Rock- Moun- 
tains, are considerable areas of grass- 
land, which by the nw Forest Reserv* 


western cattl>owners, under suitable 
restrictions.. .As yet, few r no cat- 
tle have been pastured:on these Re- 
serves, but the possibilities \of this 
new. ahge will be underttood from the 
fact that more ‘than 20,000,000 -head 
of cattle grazed on the National ‘or: 
ests of the United States during the 
last fiscal year. Lf only one million 
cattle were grazed: on Dominion Re- 
seryes at the minimum charge of twen- 
ty-five cents per head, the ‘Dominion 
Forestry Branch would .crive an an- 
nual reveniie of at least $250,000 from 
this source~alone, while the stimulus 
these Regulation “will, undoubtedly 
give. to stock-raising should eventually 
result in cheaper ord to the Canad- 
jan. consumers. 

In Sweden, the probiem of brush dis- 
posal after logging operatifns in or- 
der to preven* forest fires does not‘ ex- 
ist, for in that country tree-tops and 
brariches areall vsed. for fue] and even 
the pine needles are collected and se 
tilled, the resulting extracts be 
used in the manufacture of cainal 
for colds, and soap for medical pur- 
poses. 

The loss occasioned by .forest-fires 
on Dominion Forest ‘Reserves . and 
Crown Timberline. in the West during 
the past year was crobably the small- 
est on record. , This was largely due 
to the ¢o-operation of the settlers, In- 
dians and hunters in the werk of fire 
protection, *h.ch the Dominion Forest 
Rangers secured by precep and ex- 
ample. © Fire warnin; were not con- 
fined to posters, but werc “> be found 
on railway time-tables ané attached} 
to the shooting licenses of game hunt- 
ers in Manitoba. ; 

Wooden shves have been in use in 
England for. hundreds o; years and 
‘large plantations of willow have been 
made to supply wood for this purpose 
alone, but that the use of wooden 
shoes Should have extended to. this 
_ The 


ture, in a bulletin on the use; of neaat 
states tha. this wood is the favorite 
material in the manufacture of wood- 
en, shoes which are largely worn by 
these having to werk in cold or wet 
places. They are good: for about 
two years and cost from sixty to sev- 
enty-five cents a pair. 

In Southern .Russia ani Transcauca- 
sia,,the/forests are very similar in 
composition to chose of southern Can- 
ada and the United States. Of the 
hardwoods, beech and oak are the 
most important species, the former 
forming vast forests’on tue slopes of 
the. Caucasus Mountains. Scotch pine, 
Oriental spruce. and. Nordmann fir; 
rank first .mong, the corifers. The 
latter-sometim tains . height:of 


150 feet and a diameter of eight feet, |’ -

milk, a teaspoonful: of ginger, a half 
teaspoonful of salt, a teaspoonful each 
of mace, cinnamon and nutmeg, two 
eggs well beaten and half a cupful of 
sugar; beat well and taste to see if 
‘sweet enough; turn into deep pie plates 
lined with rich pastry and bake three- 
quarters of an hour until solid and a 
rich golden brown. 


Cranberry Sauce. 
- Belect a quart of the bright red ber- 
ries, look over carefully and wash 
thoroughly. Put into a granite or 
porcelain lined kettle (never in tin or 
iron) and spread over the top of the 
berries two cupfuls granulated sugar. 
Pour over the sugar one cupful water, 
cover and cook ten minutes from the 
time the water begins to boll, uncover 
(for if left covered too long they will 
burst), cook a little longer until the 
berriés nre tender and the liquid ready 
to jelly if tried in a cold saucer, then 
pour at once into a pretty dish. Make 
the day before using.
